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93% OF SHELTON DEVELOPMENTAL READING STUDENTS 
INCREASE READING ABILITY BY ONE GRADE LEVEL 


In a recent study of students enrolled in the developmental reading program at the college, 93% 
of those surveyed increased their reading ability by one grade level between the pre-test and post-test 
period. The study, which was conducted by Arthur Howington, dean of academic services at the 
college, examined the dtflferences in Nelson-Denny reading test grade-equivalent scores in 1 3 reading 
classes which were taught by Fran Turner during the Fall 1993, Spring 1994, and Summer 1994 

semesters at the college. 

The Nelson-Denny reading test has been a widely acclaimed test instrument since its creation in 
1929. It serves as a national norm and is recognized as a reliable means of measurement in schools, 
colleges, and universities. 

Of the 250 students enrolled in the developmental reading program at Shelton, 183 or 73% 
participated in the study. One hundred and seventy-one students (93%) registered an increase in 
grade level between the pre-test and post -test period. 

The mean increase

number of students was 17 

months, almost two years. 

The median increase 
demonstrated by the total 
number of students was 14 
months.

The students in Reading 084 showed the largest mean increase, 24 months. The mean increase for 
the students in Reading 085 was 14 months; while the mean increase for the students in Reading 1 13 
was 1 8 months. The median increase for students in Reading 084 was 25.5 months; for Reading 085, 
the median increase was 13 months; and for Reading 1 13, it was 14 months. 

"This data seems to indicate clearly that Shelton State's reading classes that were studied were 
effective in improving the reading skills of the students enrolled," said Arthur Howington, dean of 
academic services at the college.
